RESULTS OF THE 2010 WARRANT 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Lyman, in the County of Grafton, and the State of New 
Hampshire, qualified to vote in the Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Town on TUESDAY, the 
NINTH day of MARCH 2010; polls to open at ELEVEN O’CLOCK in the morning and 
will not close before SIX O’CLOCK in the evening in said Town Hall, to act on Article 
1, the remaining Articles to be considered at SEVEN O’ CLOCK in the evening. 


ARTICLE 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 


Article 1 was acted upon during the hours of 11:00 am when Moderator Phil Clark 
opened the polls until the polls were declared closed at 6:00 pm in said Town Hall. 


Present were Moderator: Phil Clark, Selectmen Chairman: Jim Trudell, Selectman: Steve 
Moscicki, Selectman: Elaine Sherry, Administrative Assistant: Donna Clark, Town 
Clerk/Tax Collector: Carol Messner and Road Agent: Tom Smith. At 7:00 pm Moderator 
Clark called the meeting to order, welcomed all, reviewed procedures of order and 
thanked all for coming. He (and ballot clerk, Nancy Labbay) read the results of Article 1. 


The following were chosen as Town Officers for the ensuing year: 


Selectmen (1)(3 yr term): Elaine Sherry 77 votes 
Planning Board (1)(3 yr term): Roberta Aldrich 137 votes 
Board of Adjustment (2)(3 yr term): David Simpson 101 votes 
Bruce Presby 14 votes 
Moderator (1)(2 yr term): Phil Clark 61 votes 
Town Clerk/Tax Collector (1)(3 yr term): Carol Messner 143 votes 
Treasurer (1)(3 yr term): Celine Presby 128 votes 
Supervisor of the Checklist (1)(6 yr term): John Murray 8 votes 
Trustee of the Trust Funds (1)(3 yr term): Lisa Linowes 103 votes 


ARTICLE 2. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Board of Selectmen to acquire 
1,081 acres of land located on Under the Mountain Road (“the Parcel”) and to raise and 
appropriate $980,000 for the purchase of the Parcel, and to fund the appropriation by 
authorizing the issuance of not more than $346,000 of bonds or notes in accordance 
with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33) and to authorize the 
municipal officials to issue and negotiate such bonds or notes and to determine the rate 
of interest thereon; furthermore to authorize the selectmen to accept up to $634,000 in 
grants to further fund the purchase of this property and to pay for fees and expenses 
associated with the purchase; and furthermore to designate this land as a town forest 
pursuant to RSA 31:110 and to authorize the Board of Selectmen to convey a 
conservation easement over the Parcel for conservation purposes. This warrant article is 
contingent upon the town receiving sufficient grants to fund the balance of the purchase 
price in excess of the bonded amount. (2/3 ballot vote required) (Recommended by the 
Selectmen) 


Article 2 was read aloud by Moderator Clark. The Article was moved by Trudell and 
seconded by Sherry. Trudell introduced the other Selectmen, the Administrative 
Assistant, the Town Clerk/Tax Collector and the Road Agent. 


He then displayed on the overhead projector and read aloud a prepared overview entitled 
the “Proposed Town Forest Purchase”. Paraphrasing, it said that the Planning Board’s 
Master Plan questionnaire showed residents naming Gardner Mountain as one of the key 
places in town to conserve. It continued that the family of the late landowner approached 
the town to see if the town wanted to buy the land before it was put up for sale on the 
open market. Several citizen volunteers were asked by the Selectmen to assemble more 
information about the opportunity. The volunteers enlisted the Ammonoosuc 
Conservation Trust (ACT), the local land trust, and the Trust for Public Land (TPL), a 
national organization that specializes in assembling financing for large conservation 
projects. Based upon all gathered information the Selectmen gave TPL approval to enter 
into a purchase and sales agreement contingent on funds being raised from a variety of 
sources. The land would be a town forest with a Conservation Easement held by ACT. 
Lyman voters would be asked to approve the acquisition and expenditure of funds at the 
March town meeting. The Town would manage the forest through a committee of 
residents appointed by the Selectmen. The Selectmen would hold the ultimate fiscal 
responsibility for the property which would be open to the public for recreation. The 
total cost for the land would be $865,000 ($800/acre). Another $115,000 in closing costs 
would bring the total to $980,000. To date 35% of the total has been pledged. This 
includes a $250,000 grant from the State’s Land and Community Heritage Investment 
Program (LCHIP), $75,000 from the Upper Connecticut River Mitigation and 
Enhancement Fund and $18,000 from two private foundations. TPL has requested the 
town contribute $346,000 ($320/acre). The most attractive financing option is through 
Woodsville Guaranty Savings Bank @ 5% interest with a flat annual payment of $26,562 
for 20 years plus a one-time fee of $500. The first payment would be in 2012 if the 
closing on the property occurred in early 2011 as was anticipated. The estimated impact 
on the tax rate would be $.46/$1000. This would add $46/year in taxes to a property 
valued at $100,000 for the 20 years. Trudell concluded reading and Clark opened the 
Article to discussion. 


Resident John Simpson was recognized. He said money raised at town meeting should 
be for the essential administrative and operational services of Lyman. Nice and 
necessary are not the same. Resident Wendy Hosingloy asked if there had been any 
discussion about wind mills. Resident Teresa Hurley asked when we are due for a 
revaluation. Trudell urged all to attend the School Meeting because the school tax is the 
largest percentage of our tax bills 


Resident, Dale Grugnale asked if the land would be open to all or only to those who have 
paid for it. He also asked about its liability. Regarding insurance, Trudell said the state 
covers us up to $2,000,000 and then our own policy covers us. Resident Lisa Linowes 
responded that the liability is essentially no risk on open public land unless an unsafe 
structure is involved. 


Resident Roy Foss said residents were in favor of keeping Lyman’s rural character. He 
said times are tough but $100 per year is not a lot of money and it will benefit us in the 
future. Resident Larry Haley referred to a TPL publication and questioned the examples 
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of public forests in other NH towns and their high costs of maintenance. TPL project 
manager, JT Horn, said costs depend on each town’s wishes and costs could be high or 
low depending on what you want to do with the land. Costs could possibly be paid with 
timber revenue. He said we should budget for forest management annually. 


Celine Presby made a motion to move the Article which was seconded by Jim Madru. 
Moderator Clark called for a vote and received all ayes. 


Moderator Clark responded to a procedural question from John Simpson about whether 
this Article could be revisited later in the evening after the vote had been completed. “So 
the outcome cannot be overturned”, said Simpson. “Tonight”, said Clark. 


The registered voters formed a line, received secret paper yes/no ballots from the ballot 
clerks and deposited their votes into the ballot box. The results were read later in the 
evening after discussion of Article 5 and Article 3 was begun. 


ARTICLE 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Three 
Hundred Sixty-One Thousand Three Hundred Sixty-Three Dollars ($361,363) to defray 
Town charges for the ensuing year. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by the 
Selectmen)

Clark read the Article. The audience viewed the “2009 Net Appropriation - Actual 
versus the 2010 Budget Summary — Proposed” on the overhead projector. Trudell began 
by telling the approximately 150 people in attendance that the taxes to be raised in 2010 
are $20,759 less than taxes raised in 2009. The Lisbon school had in 2009 miscounted 
the number of Lyman attendees and had undercharged taxes by $42,000. They are back 
on track this year so school taxes to Lyman are increased by $49,000. Taking from the 
fund balance should offset this so the tax rate should not increase. We have about 52 
children presently attending the Lisbon school. He then displayed the “Profit and Loss 
Budget vs Actual Jan 1 thru Dec 31, 2009” on the overhead projector showing the 2009 
budget, 2009 expenses and proposed 2010 budget. Trudell went line by line down 
through the figures. Any discussion of merit is as follows: 


The 4 town employees (AA, TC/TX, Road Agent & Crew) received a 2% salary increase. 
Insurance costs were increased a bit but more is coming out of employee pockets. There 
will be three elections this year. Mapping by Cartographic was completed and now will 
only need annual maintenance. The motor in the 10-wheeler was blown due to sand in 
the oil. Insurance will pay $37,000 to build a new motor. A generator grant should 
return $10,000 to the town on a $20,000 generator purchase. We send Dodge Pond water 
to the state to be tested. We have a new Emergency Plan paid for by a grant in 2009 and 
we will have a new paid position open this year for Emergency Management Director. 
We received $20,500 from recycling revenue. A town Health Officer will also be a new 
paid position this year. Someone has volunteered to care for Mitchell Park. The dam 
(loan matures in 2025), the grader (loan matures in 2011), and the 10-wheeler truck (loan 
matures in 2014) are our debts. Interest payments have gone down. 


Celine Presby made a motion to move the Article. This was seconded by Terry Simpson. 
Clark re-read the Article and called for a voice vote. The Article passed with all ayes. 





Clark announced that the polls are now closed on Article 2. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Two 
Hundred Forty-Nine Thousand Seven Hundred Twenty-Two Dollars ($249,722) for 
maintenance, expenses, Salaries, supplies, and equipment for the Highway Department 
for the ensuing year. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by Selectmen) 


Highway Administration $ 94,897 
Highway Maintenance $154,825 


Clark read the Article. Trudell began by saying that Road Agent, Tom Smith and Road 
Crew, Scott Stuart do a great job and our roads are in great shape. All applauded. 
Trudell read down through the budget. Both men would receive a 2% salary increase. 
We are in good shape with sand, calcium chloride and equipment. We have 2,000 yards 
of gravel left in Joe’s pit. We have almost a full of year of sand available. Overall 
highway budget is down $18,658 from 2009. A motion to move the Article was made by 
Daniel Simpson and seconded by Celine Presby. Clark re-read the Article and called for 
a vote. The Article passed with all ayes. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty 
Thousand Dollars ($50,000) to be placed in the existing Highway Equipment 
Capital Reserve Fund. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 

Clark read the Article. Trudell displayed the “2010 Equipment Replacement Plan” on the 
overhead projector and read down through it. He said last year $30,000 was funded but 
we are back to funding $50,000 this year. This equipment replacement plan is fluid and 
changeable if circumstances change. In 2010 we will be able to replace the 1988 backhoe 
with a new CAT backhoe with a thumb without borrowing funds because this fund 
money is put aside each year. The need to make sure we always have a backup truck was 
emphasized this year when the 10-wheeler was out of commission. The Article was 
moved by Daniel Simpson and seconded by Celine Presby. Clark re-read the Article and 
called for a vote. The Article passed with all ayes. 


At this point in the meeting the outcome of Article 2 was announced. There were a total 
of 140 votes cast so 93.2 votes would be needed to pass the Article with a 2/3 majority. 
There were 63 yes votes and 77 no votes. The Article did not pass. Clark declared the 
Article closed. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Eight 
Thousand Dollars ($8,000) to be placed in the existing Property Revaluation Capital 
Reserve Fund. (Majority vote required) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Clark read the Article. The state requires a valuation update every five years and 2010 is 
that mark for Lyman. If the town does not voluntarily conduct a statistical update the 
state will hire an assessing firm of their choosing and bill us for the cost. We will be 
taking $27,000 of the $51,400 currently in our Property Revaluation Fund for the 2010 
revaluation. Selectmen recommend that we continue putting money into this fund. A full 
revaluation may be needed in 2015 which would be twice the cost of an update. Clark 
opened the Article to discussion from the floor. T. Simpson asked if we had checked 
with any other towns that have been able to delay the revaluation process and if not 
suggested it would be wise. The Article was moved by Terry Simpson and seconded by 
Rena Woods. Clark re-read the Article and called for a vote. The Article passed with all 
ayes. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Building Repair & Maintenance and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000) to be placed in this fund 
and to name the Board of Selectmen as Agents to Expend. (Majority vote required) 
(Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Clark read the Article. Trudell spoke briefly on the need to continue maintaining the 
town hall building and the need to keep the funds available. The Article was moved by 
Rena Woods and seconded by Nancy Labbay. Clark re-read the Article and called for a 
vote. The Article passed with all ayes. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of One 
Thousand Five Hundred Dollars ($1,500) for the installation, operation and maintenance 
of a streetlight at the intersection of Lyman Road and NH Route 302 in Lisbon. The State 
of NH and Town of Lisbon have granted permission for said streetlight. (Majority vote 
required) (Recommended by the Selectmen) 
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Clark read the Article. Trudell explained the intersection is dark & dangerous and that 
the State refuses to help. Lyman’s insurance through Local Government Center (LGC) 
would cover the town pursuant to having the letter of refusal from the D.O.T. and the 
letter of permission from the town of Lisbon. The pole would have an annual 
maintenance fee of $250 from PSNH. Setting the pole may cost $500 but $1500 was 
budgeted to ensure not running short. T. Simpson said the town had been pursuing a light 
for at least the past 20 years. She believes it sets a bad precedent if the town pays for 
something located in another town and that it should be a State expense. She read aloud a 
letter she had written to the D.O.T. Trudell then read a letter the Selectmen had received 
from George Campbell, D.O.T. Commissioner, saying that with funding shortfalls they 
find the intersection has adequate sight distance and that records do not indicate a crash 
history indicating problems. He re-read the Article and called for a vote. The Article 
passed with all ayes. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of Six 
Thousand Four Hundred Dollars ($6,400) to contract emergency medical services from 
the Lisbon Life Squad for 2010. (Majority vote required) 


Clark read the Article. Trudell said the topic was proposed at the Budget Hearing by 
resident Diane Veilleux and he asked her to speak on it. She said the Fast Squad could 
arrive more quickly than Ross Ambulance, they are closer, know the roads better and 
they do transport now. The Article was moved by Larry Haley and seconded by Celine 
Presby. Clark re-read the Article and called for a vote. The Article passed with a 
majority of aye votes and a handful of nay votes. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to approve the following resolution to be 
forwarded to our State Representative(s), our State Senator, the Speaker of the House, 
and the Senate President. Resolved: The citizens of New Hampshire should be allowed to 
vote on an amendment to the New Hampshire Constitution that defines “marriage”. 
Inserted by Petition. 


Clark read the Article. Resident, Mary Ruppert made a motion to pass over the Article. 
This was seconded by Ken Parker. Clark called for all in favor to signify by saying aye. 
The Article was passed over by a majority of aye votes and a handful of nay votes. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to donate a painted curtain advertising 20 
Lisbon businesses to the Lisbon Area Historical Society which will apply for a grant to 
have this historically significant curtain conserved and properly stored until its future 
safe display. (Recommended by the Selectmen) 


Clark read the Article. Trudell explained the curtain is presently located in the Lyman 
Grange. Trudell asked Andrea Fitzgerald from the Lisbon Historical Society if the 
curtain could be loaned rather than donated and she said yes. Celine Presby motioned to 
amend the Article to read “To see if the Town will vote to loan a painted curtain...”. 
This was seconded by Donna Trudell. Clark took a vote and the motion to amend passed 
with all ayes. Clark re-read the Article as amended and called for a vote. The amended 


Article passed with all ayes. 


ARTICLE 12. To transact any other business that may legally come before the Meeting. 
The upcoming annual Dodge Pond Day was announced to be held on Saturday, March 13 
at 11 am. Clark called for any other business. Celine Presby made a motion to adjourn 
the annual town meeting. This was seconded by Rena Woods and many others. Clark 
called the meeting adjourned at 9:25 pm.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Lyman 
Lyman, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, 
each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Lyman as 
of and for the fiscal year ended December 31, 2009, which collectively comprise the 
Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. These financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town of Lyman’s management. Our 
responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the 
United States of America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to 
obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are free of material 
misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit 
provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


The government-wide statement of net assets does not include any of the Town’s capital 
assets nor the accumulated depreciation on those assets, and the government-wide 
statement of activities does not include depreciation expense related to those assets. 
These amounts have not been determined. Therefore, in our opinion, the financial 
statements referred to above do not present fairly the financial position of the 
governmental activities of the Town of Lyman at December 31, 2009, and the changes in 
financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


In addition, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the respective financial position of each major fund and the aggregate 
remaining fund information of the Town of Lyman as of December 31, 2009, and the 
respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity 
with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 
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The budgetary comparison information is not a required part of the basic financial 
statements, but is supplementary information required by accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. We have applied certain limited procedures, 
which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of 
measurement and presentation of the required supplementary information. However, we 
did not audit the information and express no opinion on it. 


The Town of Lyman has not presented a management’s discussion and analysis that 
accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America have 
determined is necessary to supplement, although not required to be part of, the basic 
financial statements. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements 
that collectively comprise the Town of Lyman’s financial statements as a whole. The 
combining and individual nonmajor fund financial statements are presented for purposes 
of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. They 
have been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit of the basic financial 
statements, and in our opinion, the information is fairly stated in all material respects in 
relation to the basic financial statements taken as a whole.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Well, another year of town history is in the books. It’s hard not to judge us by other local 
towns. We don’t seem to spend much time fighting and bickering. What we do is move 
forward in a positive manner, accomplish a great deal and keep taxes in check. We’ve 
had several people tell us that they wish their town ran as well as Lyman. 


Many things were accomplished this year. We continued improvements on the Town 
Hall with a complete new metal roof and will put vinyl siding on more of the building in 
2011. Next year we also intend to finally install a generator at the Town Hall for power 
outages and any large disaster that might occur. Money was raised for this project in 
2010 and we are awaiting approval of a grant to cover half the cost. 


A new CAT backhoe with the ditch bucket and thumb was purchased without any 
borrowing. It’s a fantastic piece of equipment that, properly taken care of, should last the 
town a long time as well as do a tremendous amount of work. We laid out a great deal of 
gravel, graded several times, sprayed calcium chloride, put up two years of sand and 
upgraded a failing culvert on Pettyboro Road. We also repaired several areas washed out 
by the fall of 2010 flooding. Culverts, stone, gravel and pavement were replaced 
throughout the town. Tom and Scott worked hard to bring us back to normal. 


Once again, the Selectmen would like to thank the full time people that work for all of us 
- Administrative Assistant Donna Clark, Town Clerk/Tax Collector Carol Messner, Road 
Agent Tom Smith and Road Crewman Scott Stuart. They are the heart and soul of our 
town and we all owe them our gratitude for the countless hours that it takes to keep our 
town running effectively. We would also like to thank the dedicated volunteers on the 
Planning Board, Zoning Board of Adjustment, Cemetery Committee, Conservation 
Commission and Emergency Management Committee, as well as our Treasurer, Animal 
Control Officer, Health Officer, Emergency Management Director, Forest Fire Warden 
and Deputy, Deputy Town Clerk, Trustees of the Trust Funds, Moderator, Supervisors of 
the Checklist, Ballot Clerks and School Board members. 


So, as we move into 2011, our plan is a simple one. To provide you, our taxpayers, the 
services you deserve for a tax rate that is fair and reasonable for all.

ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 2010 


The following is a brief overview of the Highway Department happenings for 2010 and 
plans for 2011. 


The new CAT backhoe arrived and has proven to be a great asset. We had a productive 
year improving and maintaining roads. Ditching was done on Ash Hill Road, Pettyboro 
Road, Moulton Hill Road, Hunt’s Mountain Road and Under the Mountain Road. Gravel 
was put down on Under the Mountain Road, Old Man’s Road and Hunt’s Mountain 
Road. We also tested ledge pack on spots on Skinny Ridge Road and Hurd Hill Road and 
it held up as well as expected. Most roadsides were mowed and winter sand was hauled 
from Bath using the 10-wheeler. Clinton Ness, Jr. was our part time helper this summer. 
He took care of many tasks which allowed us to be more productive. 


The Pettyboro concrete box culvert, which replaced an old deteriorated steel culvert, was 
installed with the expertise of Ray Lobdell, Dick Morneau, Clough Construction, CWS 
Guardrail and Blaktop Paving. It was a big undertaking, but we learned a lot for the next 
bridge replacement. 


And then the rains came. The flood of October 1“ challenged us to repair roads back to 
normal before winter. With the help of Paul Achilles, Clough Construction, Littleton 
Sand & Gravel, and our dedicated and hard working road crewman Scott Stuart, we were 
able to get them back in shape. 


We plan more ditching in 2011 along Pettyboro Road and upper Hunt’s Mountain Road. 
Gravel will be added to Moulton Hill Road and others. Roads will be graded and sprayed 
with calcium chloride and we will continue replacing culverts, as needed. If time and 
money allow, we may also replace some guardrail on bridges and would like to begin the 
wetlands application process with the NH Department of Environmental Services to 
replace another deficient culvert/bridge in 2012. 


Scott Stuart and I would like to thank the Board of Selectmen and Townspeople for 
supporting us and providing us with equipment, tools and materials necessary to improve 


and maintain the roads of Lyman.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of 
wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest 
Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY 
outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside 
burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burning of household 
waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local Fire Department or DES at 1-800- 
498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires 
diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest resources. For 
more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or 
online at www.nhdfl.org. 

This past fire season had a slightly lower number of fires, as well as lower number of 
acres burned then the 5 year average. What made this fire season somewhat unusual was 
that it lasted most of the summer. New Hampshire typically has a fairly active spring fire 
season and then summer rains tend to dampen fire activity later in the season. This year 
virtually all areas of the state had fires throughout the summer due to the periodic dry 
spells throughout the season. As has been the case over the last few years, state budget 
constraints have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to 
Class III or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, 
our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures 
due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was 
supplemented by contracted aircraft and the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was 
especially high. The largest fire for the season was a 10.3 acre fire in Charlestown. 
Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the 
area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 
2010 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than 
just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading 
to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable 
materials.

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PEMI-BAKER SOLID WASTE DISTRICT 
2010 Annual Report 


In 2010, the District continued its cooperative efforts to promote waste reduction, 
increase recycling, and to provide residents with a means of properly disposing of their 
household hazardous waste (HHW). The District’s 2010 HHW collections were very 
successful. Two collections were held, one in Littleton and the other in Plymouth. Over 
250 vehicles were tallied at the two events, an increase of over 30% from 2009. In 
addition to the waste brought by residents, a number of communities were able to 
dispose of waste that had been collected at their facilities over the past year. Total costs 
for the program were $26,756. The District was awarded a grant from the State of NH 
for $5,230 and received $768 from non-residents and small businesses to cover their 
participation costs. This brought the net expenditure for the two collections to $20,758 (a 
cost of $.67 per resident). 


In 2011, the District will once again hold collections in Littleton and Plymouth. Dates 
are tentatively set for Sunday, August 28" in Littleton and Saturday September 24" in 
Plymouth. The District takes great effort to provide these collection programs in a cost 
effective means, but the reality is that they are very expensive to hold (over 80% of our 
2011 budget is targeted for HHW expenditures). At the same time, the State of NH’s 
HHW grant program is under increasing funding pressure and there is no guarantee grant 
funds will be available in this or future years. Individual residents can help keep our 
disposal costs down, save themselves a few dollars, and reduce the toxicity of the 
environment by remembering a few of these helpful tips; Buy only what you need. If 
you have leftover product, properly store it so it will last. Use biological controls and 
organic products for pests and diseases in the garden when feasible. Apply chemical 
pesticides only as a last resort and be sure to follow the directions on the label. Lastly, 
air-dry your leftover latex paint. When completely dried, latex paint may be disposed of 
in your household trash. 


It cannot be stated enough how fortunate the District is to have some of the best recycling 
programs in the State along with some of the most knowledgeable and innovative facility 
operators and committee members. If at any time an individual community needs 
assistance in regards to their solid waste/recycling program, please contact the District at 
838-6822 or by email at dwoods@ncia.net. If towns need financial assistance for making 
improvements to their recycling program they should contact NH the Beautiful. NH the 
Beautiful offers grant opportunities to NH communities to help with the purchase of 
recycling equipment.

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WHITE MOUNTAIN MENTAL HEALTH AND 
COMMON GROUND - 2010 Director’s Report 


In a difficult financial environment for human service organizations, I am happy to report 
that there has been a great deal of positive activity this year at Northern Human Services. 
Both our mental health and our developmental services programs have been able to look 
upon the challenges of the past year as opportunities to develop creative, efficient, 
accountable innovations. Some highlights: 


e Telemedicine expanded to serve local hospital emergency rooms. In partnership 
with all seven hospitals in the NHS service area, we have begun offering 
emergency mental health evaluations via video. Hours of wait time and costly 
and dangerous travel will be eliminated by this service, made possible by a 
federal HRSA grant. 

e Children in need of expert evaluation by a child psychiatrist continue to be seen 
by a Dartmouth Child Psychiatrist, via video, from our Littleton office. 

e Grafton County, in collaboration with our organization and others, has been 
awarded a federal grant for initiating a Mental Health Court. This means that 
people who commit non-violent crimes as a result of mental illness will be 
offered support, resources and treatment. 

e We have hired a supported employment specialist who is specially trained in 
assisting persons with mental illness to seek, obtain and keep jobs. 

e Common Ground hosted the director of an organization in Adelaide, Australia. 
This is the latest in a series of visits from agencies around the world. These 
organizations have been referred to visit us due to the quality of our services and 
our individualized approach to meeting people’s needs. 

e We have implemented training via the internet for our staff, saving substantial 
money and time and offering our employee’s a huge array of educational 
options. 

e Our student services program continues to provide extensive supports to school- 
aged children whose families and schools want them to remain in the 
community. This service prevents costly and disruptive placements away from 
family and friends. 

e Our Woodsville Common Ground office, located at St. Luke’s Hall, has grown 
substantially this year, with three service coordinators, a nurse and a housing 
specialist providing services in the southern part of our service area. 


All of these varied activities depend on the support of our towns. This year our mental 
health offices served 8 people from the Town of Lyman, providing 59.61 hours of 
counseling. Our developmental services program, Common Ground, serves 102 
throughout the area. 


Thank you for your continued support of our services. We want to be here when you 
need us.

North Country Home Health & Hospice Agency provides skilled services such as nurses, 
therapists, home health aides, medical social workers, and homemakers. Under our 
hospice program we also pay for medications for symptom relief, medical supplies and 
equipment, short term hospitalization and in-patient respite care, counseling and pastoral 
support. Hospice volunteers provide valuable support to those living with a life-limiting 
illness. Our Compassionate Care program provides limited amounts of skilled care, at no 
cost, to those who are not eligible for traditional hospice services. In 2010, we traveled 
221,820 miles to provide 23,315 visits to the residents in our 21-Town service area.

Thank you for the opportunity to serve the Town of Lyman in 2010. Ross Ambulance 
Service answered 1167 calls for service in 2010, 952 of which were emergency requests. 
Of the 952 emergencies, 19 were in Lyman. Our average response time in Lyman from 
dispatch to responding was | minute and from dispatch to on scene was 22 minutes. We 
responded to all emergencies with providers trained at the ALS (Advanced Life Support) 
level. Through our mutual aid agreements, we responded to assist other ambulance 
services 55 times and received assistance 1 time. We also transferred 160 patients from 
Littleton Regional Hospital to other hospitals or healthcare facilities. 


In addition to responding for people who require transport to the hospital we stand-by for 
firefighters at major fires and assist people in their homes when called. We also provided 
a stand-by ambulance for the Littleton Crusaders football team home games. 


Ross Ambulance Service also serves as a ride site for EMT & Paramedic students as well 
as provides job shadowing opportunities for students at the Hugh J. Gallen Vocational 
Center allied health program.

Ammonoosuc Community Health Services’ (ACHS) mission is to provide quality 
affordable health care to the 26 communities we serve in southern Coos and northern 
Grafton Counties, regardless of their ability to pay. In many instance, ACHS is the safety 
net that provides critically needed health care to those who otherwise would not have 
access. 


As one of the largest primary healthcare networks in northern New Hampshire (and 
Vermont), nearly 10,000 patients choose ACHS as their Medical Home, including 183 
Lyman patients. ACHS is a highly respected non-profit Federally Qualified Health 
Center (FQHC) that has been providing patient-centered, affordable, quality healthcare 
for over 35 years regardless of one’s ability to pay. Our ability to continue to provide 
these services depends on the generous support from the communities we serve. 


We have sites in Littleton, Franconia, Warren, Whitefield and Woodsville. Although we 
are extremely grateful to have received funding to expand and upgrade our Littleton and 
Warren care delivery sites this past year, those funds can only be used for their intended 
use and not for patient care.

Grafton County Senior Citizen’s Council Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that 
provides programs and services to support the health and well being of our communities’ 
older citizens. The Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent 
in their own homes and communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln; operates adult in-home care from offices in 
Lebanon and Haverhill; and sponsors the Grafton County ServiceLink Resource Center 
and RSVP and the Volunteer Center. Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older 
adults and their families take part in a range of community-based long-term services 
including home delivered meals, community dining programs, transportation, counseling, 
elder care, chore/home repair services, recreational and educational programs, and 
volunteer opportunities. 


During 2010, 26 older residents of Lyman were served by one or more of the Council’s 
programs offered through the Littleton Area Senior Center: 


e Older adults from Lyman enjoyed 220 balanced meals in the company of friends 
in the center’s dining room. 

e They received 1,586 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by caring 
volunteers. 

e Lyman residents utilized the Littleton transportation service on 15 occasions, 
and were assisted by the Littleton outreach worker on 5 occasions. 

e Lyman volunteers contributed 253 hours of time, energy and talent. 


The cost to provide Council services for Lyman residents in 2010 was $14,416.98. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own 
homes and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and increasing 
physical frailty, saving tax dollars that would otherwise be expended for nursing home 
care. They also contribute to a higher quality of life for older friends and neighbors. As 
our population grows older, supportive services such as those offered by the Council 
become even more critical.

LYMAN DOG POLICY 


(Adopted by the Board of Selectmen 1-11-99) 


As required by RSA 466:1, all dogs are to be licensed by April 30" of each year. A 
current rabies vaccination certificate must be presented at time of licensing. If requesting 
the reduced fee for a neutered animal, verification of neutering/spaying is required. The 
month of May is a grace period. However, any owner of a dog not licensed by June 1*, 
under RSA 466:13, is required to pay civil forfeiture to the Town of Lyman within 96 
hours of the date and time notice is given. Any person who fails to pay the forfeiture 
within the allotted amount of time will be issued a summons to District Court. At the 
time that the forfeiture is paid, the dog owner will also be required to obtain a license for 
the dog(s). Pursuant to RSA 466:1 and RSA 466:4, a current rabies vaccination, and if 
requesting the lower neutered license fee, either spaying or neutering certificate is 
required. Owner is responsible for maintaining these documents in his/her possession. 
There is a $1/month late charge after June 1° as well as the forfeiture fee. All costs and 
fees for certified mailing will be paid by the fined dog owner. 


RSA 31:II (a)-(g) defines dogs that are a menace, a nuisance or vicious. 


Lyman does have a leash law. The Town of Lyman at a “special election” held on 
November 4, 1980, adopted RSA 466:30-a, “Dog Control Law.” “Notwithstanding any 
other provisions of this chapter, it shall be unlawful for any dog to run at large, except 
when accompanied by the owner or custodian, and when used for hunting, herding, 
supervised competition and exhibition or training for such. For the purpose of this 
section, ‘accompanied’ means that the owner or custodian must be able to see or hear, or 
both, or have reasonable knowledge of where the dog is hunting, herding, or training. 
Nothing herein shall mean that the dog must be within sight at all times. In this section, 
‘at large’ means off the premises of the owner or keeper and not under control of any 
person by means of personal presence and attention as will reasonably control the 
conduct of such dog, unless accompanied by the owner or custodian.” 


All complaints related to animals must be submitted in writing, signed and dated, to the 
Board of Selectmen. Upon submission of such complaint, the Board will contact the 
animal control officer as required.
